Re: Request for Waiver of Section 97.111(a) of the Commission’s Rules to 
Permit Demonstration of Amateur-Military Cross-Band Capabilities During 
Amateur-Military Commemoration of Pearl Harbor Day 


Dear Ms. Dortch: 


Pursuant to Section 1.3! and 1.925? of the Commission’s rules, the American Radio 
Relay League (“ARRL”) requests a waiver of the Part 97 rules to enable cross-band 
communications with a station or stations authorized to use Federal Government frequencies for 
the purpose of a short-term event commemorating the Pearl Harbor attack. 


Attached to this request is correspondence demonstrating that authorization for the 
Federal-side frequencies has been issued This waiver request is identical to that filed and 
granted last year, other than the requested dates this year are December 6-9, 2023. 


Specifically, in Section 97.111(a) the Commission authorizes communications among 
and between amateur stations and provides circumstances under which amateur stations may be 
used to communicate with non-amateur stations. Section 97.111(a)(5) permits amateur stations 
to be used to communicate with “a station in a service not regulated by the FCC, but authorized 
by the FCC to communicate with amateur stations.” The provision further provides specific 
authority for amateur stations to communicate with “a participating United States military 
station”, but only “during an Armed Forces Day Communications Test.”

Tests such as those proposed provide opportunities to train operators and test two-way 
communications capabilities between military communicators and radio stations in the Amateur 
Radio Service. Such tests challenge the operators to demonstrate individual technical skills in a 
controlled exercise scenario. 


The frequencies and time periods selected will not impact any public or private 
communications, government or non-government. As already authorized on the Federal side, the 
military stations will transmit on 14.375, 18.162.5, and 21.856 MHz on December 6 through 
December 9, 2023. On the Amateur Radio side, operators will respond solely on frequencies 
being monitored and announced by the military operators, all of which will be frequencies 
authorized for use by Amateur Radio operators and on which all related FCC regulations will 
continue to apply, such as mode, maximum power, and license class.

This request for waiver is solely for waiver of Section 97.111(a) to the extent required to 
permit amateur operators, consistent with their existing amateur operator privileges, to respond 
within amateur frequencies to the out-of-band military stations open for cross-band traffic during 
this two-day period.

Our office is pleased to be able to support this important event again this year. 


As you know our NMCSO Southwest office has been supporting cross band operations in the past when 
requested. Last year it came to our attention that CFR 97.111 only authorizes this support during the DoD 
sponsored Armed Forces Day communications test.
